Mount Etna a squadron of a 


SICILY, Aug. 16.— (Delayed) 


Canadian reconnaissance unit 


carried out numerous patrols ahead of the Canadian 1st Di- 
vision and finally with tanks and infantry participated in the 


day-long battle which won the hills dominating the Simeto

Valley in front of Aderno. 

(Aderno fet! Aug. 7 to British 
and Canadian troeps. At about 
that time, Munro reported in @ 
later dispatch, the Canadians 
tired from their long drive north 
and east from their landing 
beaches, were placed in holding 
positions while fresher divisions 
took up the final drive on Mes- 
sina which culminated in that 
city’s fall Tuesday.) 

This lone squadron did steady, 
dangerous work, prodding along 
winding roads ahead of the main 
forces of the division, scouting for 
enemy positions and seeking out 
information. 

Its patrols were first into Piazza 
Amerina—which fell to the Cana- 
dians July 1€ -and another patrol 
was the only Canadian outfit to 
reach Enna, which the Americans 
captured July 21. 


SPECTACULAR ATTACK 

The reconnaissance unit was at 

Valguarnera early in the campaign; 
was the first unit down the Leon- 
forte-Nissoria road, and went out 
with the Seaforth Highlanders and 
tanks in the spectacular attack 
which overwhelmed the Germans on 
the hills within sight of Aderno in 
the final phase of the Canadian 2d- 
vance toward Mount Etna, 

The squadron was commanded 
by Maj. Art Duck and his second 
in command was Capt. Hayward 
Claxton, both of Kamloops, B.C. 
Other officers included Lie ts. G. 
A. R. Kennedy of Edmonton and 
Dave Ames of Vancouver. 

The unit, which does its fighting | 
in armored cars and Bren carriers, 


_landed in Sicily several days after | 


the original landings July 10. Its | 

first task was to catch up with the 

rest of the division, then steaming | 
ahead in central Sicily. The Recce. 

finally reached the division in the | 
little town of San Michele, between | 
Caltagirone and Piazza Amerina. 


BATTLE IN HILLS 

At this time the Loyal Edmontons 
were battling the Germans in the, 
hills on the fringe of Piazza Am- 
erina and the first patrol of the | 
recce was sent out as the Edmon- 
tons forced the enemy back. 


Troopers led by Lieut. Kennedy 
cruised forward to find a bridge 
blown on the outskirts of the town. | 
They left their carriers and arm- 
ored cars and went into the town 
on foot, finding the Germans had |* 
cleared out along the road to Enna. | 
This was vital information for the 
divisional commander, Major Gen. 
Guy Simonds, and the Canadians 
then were sent through Piazza 
Amerina in the wake of the enemy. 

They found the country of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Sicily terribly 
difficult to operate through as 
they could not move off the roads 
often, They just had to travel the 
roads and locate the enemy, gen- 
erally by being shot at. 

During the atack on Valguarnera 
the squadron did observation tasks 
outside the town, then was first to | 
enter the place to report it clear. 
The 48th Highlanders followed Lt. 
Kennedy's troop in. 

The Canadian main force was by- | 
passing Enna by driving in on Leon- 
forte, but the road between Leon- 
forte and Enna had to be checked | 
and Lieut. Button’s troop was given 
the task. 

A blown overhead railway bfidge | 
blocked his path and the troops 
went forward afoot. finally using 
mules to make the last five miles 
to Enna, It found the Americans 
had occupied the city, but felt that 
it had not been blocked by demoli- 
tions it would have taken Enna it 
self | 
GIVEN PATROL WORK 

"The Recce. could not be used in 
heavy fighting on the cliffs and 
mountain slopes to capture Leon- | 
forte and Assoro but the squadron 
was given the task of patrolling 
east down the valley road to Nis- 
sori, Lieut. Bill Stuart, of Aurora 
Ont., and his troop led the way | 
with a section of Radford’s troop 
On the outskirts of Nissoria they 
bumped into an enemy force 

The Canadians knocked out one 
light Italian tank and captured 
one man of its crew. Germans 
then fired on them from piliboxes

and concealed machine-gun nests. 
The troops withdrew and report- 
ed the situation. 

The squadron was not in action 
during the fighting for Agira and/| 
Regalbuto, or with the West Nova 
Scotias, the Carleton and Yorks and 
Royal 22nd to the south, but it got | 
its final whack at the Germans in 
the tank-infantry attack which gain- 
ed the Simeto valley. 

After daybreak on Aug. 5 carriers 
and armored cars led by Lieuts 
Stuart and Ames fanned out ahead 
of the Seaforths and the tanks. They 
got clear through to hill objectives 
of the attack, at which point the 
Germans let go with machine guns 
and mortars. There was hard fight 
ing. Snipers plagued the Recce 
here 


GO AFTER MORTARS 

Stuart and Ames swung south on 
the flank to make contact with ad- 
vance elements of the British 78tb 
division at the tiny 
in the Simeto valley while another 
Recce. troop went after the German 
mortars and machine-guns hammer 
ing at the advancing troops

taken an unconscionably long time to 
complete the conquest of Sicily is not

blitzkrieg advances of Hitler’s armies 

Four weeks and two days ago, our 
troops landed in Sicily. Today the con- 
quest is virtually complete.

But the defense prepara- 
tions of those conquered areas did not 
begin to compare with the defensive pre- 
parations in Sicily which was a veritable

That the Allies have lost more by sub- 
marine sinkings than the Germans have 
lost through Anglo- American bombing 
operations. 

Now these facts are extremely signific- 
ant, (even though the situation with 
regard to submarine sinkings and bombing 
operations is now being reversed), and 
should do much to correct the prevalent 
dangerous notion that the victory is won. 

It is obvious that, although we are in 
a better position to win than we ever have 
been and a sudden Axis collapse might 
unexpectedly hasten the end, the most 
difficult and toughest and most costly 
phase of the war is immediately ahead.

by Premier Ernest Manning early this week. The talk,

tources

of our mineral resources—chiefly 
oil and coal—and of the timber

The people of Alberta should 


have a thorough understanding of 
this question, particularly as there 
is so much misleading propaganda 
being circulated. Let me state 
definitely and emphatically that the 
government's policy is to insure 
that the natural resources of the 
province are developed in the in- 
terests of the people as a whole, 
under the most equitable conditions 
and with the greatest measure of 
freedom from regimentation. Any 
assertion to the contrary is either a 
deliberate misrepresentation or else 
the result of ignorance of the man- 
ner in which the natural resources 
of the province are being admin- 
istered under the present govern- 
ment. After seven years we have a 
record of which there is just cause 
to be proud. Be that as it may, we 
believe the people of Alberta have a 
right to be thoroughly informed on 
the manner in which their natural 
resources are being handled 


OIL RESOURCES 

First of all I would like to deal 
briefly with the administration of 
one of our most important natural 
resources, namely, oil. While the 
Turner Valley field has been an oil 
producing area for about 19 years, 
it is only since the discovery 
crude oil deposits, and the applica- 
tion of the policies for development 
introduced by the present govern- 
ment, that our province has assum- 
ed the importance it enjoys of be- 
ing the second largest oil produc- 
ing area within the British Em- 
pire 

Naturally the people of Alberta 
will be most interested to know 
whether or not they received a fair 
and equitable portion of the re- 
turns from the development of this 
most valuable resource 

On al) oil production on crown 
lands prior to 1941, the producers 
were required to pay a royalty of 
10 per cent. In 1941 the govern- 


province should receive a larger 
return, increased the royalty from 
10 per cent. to 12% per cent., and 
placed the royalty on future pro- 
duction on a graduated scale, so 
that the larger wells are required 
to pay a higher rate of royalty 


HELP DEVELOPMENT 


Now, let me review briefly the 
procedure we have adopted to en- 
courage the orderly development 
of our oj] resources 

Prior to 1930 while the Federal 
government was administering the 
natural resources of this province 
any person seeking oil deposits for 
development had but two methods 
of approach. Either he could lease 
an area of land not exceeding 1,920 
acres, or he could get a permit for 
investigating an area of not more 
than 1,920 acres 

If he leased the land he had to 
pay $1 an acre cach year. If he 
took out a prospecting permit, it 
cost 10 cents for each acre covered 
by the applicant In addition he 


| was required to make a deposit as 


a guarantee that the investigation 


| would be properly carried out 


After the resources were trans- 
ferred to the province this policy 
was continued by the former pro- 
vincial government, but its limita- 
tions resulted in very 
pecting being done. 
CHANGED REGULATIONS 

It remained for the present gov- 
ernment to change the regulations 
to enable bona fide prospectors to 
investigate up to 50,000 acres for a 
rental of 5c an acre. The reserva-

2. To maintain an effective con 
servation program to prevent the 
waste and unwarranted depletion 
of those resources 

3. To retain at all times on behalf 
of the people full control over the 
policy under which the develop 
ment of our resources is carried out 


4. As an effective means of con 
trol to retain at all times the righ 
to determine the amount of rental 


and royalty to be paid, thereby as 
suring that the people as a whole 
will receive a fair return from the 
development of their resources 


NO TITLES GRANTED

To meet the situation the con 
servation board, through the assist- 
ance of the U.S. Federal govern- 


ment, obtained the services of T 
R. Weymouth, one of the leading

within practical limits, of gas waste 
in Turner Valley. The implementa- 
tion of the Weymouth plan besides 
eliminating the unwarranted wast 
age of gas would have ensured an 
adequate supply of gas for Calgary, 
including the requirements of the 
war plants without the necessity of 
over-producing any of the wells in 
the Turner Valley field. The onus 
for putting this plan into operation 
|}was with the Royalite Company 
which alone was equipped for the 
purpose. The plan was self-liquidat 
ing, and the company would there- 
| fore have recovered the cost over 
a period of years. However ‘the 
company has not implemented the 
Weymouth plan, but has continued 
to overproduce its wells in contra- 
vention of the order of the con- 
servation board.

ENFORCED ORDER 
| Under the circumstances had the 
board enforced its order and in 
sisted on production from the Roy- 
| alite Wells being reduced it would 
| have resulted in the restriction of 
|a product necessary for war pur 
| poses, and jater would have left the 
| City of Calgary without an adequate 
| supply of gas 

Accordingly the government has 
| stepped in to rectify this state of 
affairs by authorizing the Royalite 
|Company to overproduce its wells 
for the present, but all such over 
production is to be treated as 
belonging to all the producers in 
the field. It is the intention of the 
government to recommend legisla 
tion at our coming session which 
will require the Royalite Oil Com 
|pany to gather and use or restore 


|all the gas produced in the Turner 
| Valley field, and further to make it 
possible for all producers in the 
field to share pro rata in the avail 
able gas market

This recent development is of 
vital importance to all the people 
of the province because it consti- 
|tutes a definite showdown on the

lst Canadian Division no longer 
figuring in dispatches from the

This ist Division was the nucleus 
of the present overseas army. It 
moved overseas at the end of 1939 
under the command of Lt-Gen

grew first to a corps and then to 
a two-corps army 

The army consists of three in- 
fantry divisions, two armored 
divisions and two army tank bri- 
gades, with appropriate corps and 
army troops. 

The Canadian governments con- 
sistent statement or policy has been 
that the army is available to serve 
wherever it can usefully serve 
either in whole or in part, and all 
suggestions that a desire to keep
